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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Danbury: 

Since my connection with your schools did not begin 
until March 1, 1925, my report for the year ending June 
30, 1925, will of necessity be somewhat incomplete. Four 
schools as indicated in the statistical table were main- 
tained. In none of the schools was the percent of attend- 
ance particularly high. The complete absence of tard- 
inesses in the Elmwood school and their reduction in the 
South school are to becommended. The following class 
of seven pupils received in June promotion from the 
eighth grade: George Hazlett, Graham Hiil, Harriett 
Hill, Ethel Mason, Ruth Mason, Dorothy Powers and 
Natalie Sargent.

BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


During the summer the schoolroom floors were oiled 
and the desk tops were given a coat of shellac. 

The Center schoolhouse received two coats of out- 
side paint. A connection heating and ventilating equip- 
‘ment was installed. This provides for a constant sup- 
ply of fresh air taken from out-of-doors, warmed and 
evenly distributed throughout the room. Foul-air exit 
from the room is secured through the base of the chim- 
ney. New movable chair desks now occupy the space 
formerly taken by the box stove. Increased playground 
space, demanded by the large enrolment of the school and 
by the increasing traffic on the state highway passing 
within a few feet of the schoolhouse, was provided for by 
the purchase of a plot covering approximately a quarter 
acre and extending from the nighway to the property of 
the railroad at the rear. This is entirely open grass 
ground bordered on one side by an excellent stand of 
shade trees, on the opposite side by a five-foot woven wire 
fence supported by iron posts set into cement, and in the 
rear by a woven fence provided by the railroad. Through 
the generous patronage of the community the school pu- 
pils were enabled to secure ample funds for the purchase 
of a football and two basket balls. In the spring they pro- 
pose to invest the balance in either swings or seesaws. 

The schoolbuilding at the South is in good condition. 
As soon as frost conditions will permit, provision has 
been made to grade the school yard where it approaches 
the entrance to the building. Before another year the 
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present stove should be equipped with a sheetiron jacket 
similar to the one in use atthe Center. ‘There is already 
a suitable foul-air exit flue entering the base of the chim- 
ney. : 

The outside of the Elmwood building is seriously in 
need of painting. 

The North Road building is much larger than neces- 
sary to accommodate the number of children from that 
neighborhood and is probably not worth the cost of exten- 
sive repairs. 


ORGANIZATION 


Danbury is fortunate in retaining Mrs. Sadie M. 
Taylor as teacher of the South school, and Mrs. Harriet 
G. Morrison, who was transferred in September from the — 
North Road to the Center school. In June Mrs. Taylor 
received by passing the state examinations a permanent 
teacher’s certificate. 

Mrs. Viola R. Howarth, teacher of the Elmwood 
school, brings to her work one year of successful exper- 
ience and is credited with two summer sessions of teach- 
er training in Plymouth. 


Miss Edith G. Robie, teacher of the North Road 
school, is a recent graduate of Proctor Academy and is 
credited with one summer session of teaching training in 
Keene. 


OBJECTIVES 


Two objectives receiving particular attention this year 
are health supervision, with follow-up work and instruc- 
tion in personal hygiene, and a more thorough prepara- 
tion of pupils who desire admission to high school. 

For the three months, beginning with November, 
Danbury in combination with three other school districts 
secured the full-time services of Miss Della V. Carr, a 
registered nurse, as physical examiner and school nurse. 
The following summary from the report of your nurse 
gives in part her activities in Danbury. In addition 


there were health talks to pupils, conferences with teach- 
ers and personal hygiene instruction.

In view of the general need of dental treatments and 
the fact that defective teeth are known to enhance the 
danger of diseased tonsils, your superintendent recom- 
mends that school nursing service be retained another 
year and that dental clinic service be provided at the earl- 
iest opportunity. 
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The second objective has in view the pupil who de- 
sires admission to high schoolor academy. The large in- 
crease inthe cost of high school and academy tuition, au- 
thorized by act of the last legislature, and the excellent 
preparation now very generally given in junior schools 
and junior high schools for admission to senior high 
schools demand in the one-room schools facilities for the 
more thorough and extensive training of seventh and 
eighth grade pupils. Language, including writing and 
spelling, and mathematics are of firstimportance. There 
must also be athorough knowledge of history, including 
civics and current events, of local and world geography, 
and of hygiene and home Sanitation. There should be 
some knowledge of and, through the cooperation of the 
home, some experience in agriculture and household arts. 
Through all the school andcommunity activities charac- 
ter development and ability for leadership are being not- 
ed and emphasized. ‘These are some of the objectives 
demanding particular attention. For their satisfactory 
realization the permanency of trained teachers who know 
your community and share its confidence is essential. 


CONCLUSION 


In conclusion I wish to mention with appreciation the 
generous assistance that I have received from my prede- 
cessor, the counsel and cooperation of the School Board, 
and the devotion of the teachers to the best interests 
of their pupils.
